Officials urge extreme caution 
when using fireworks this season 


The Kentucky Division of 
Fire Prevention and the Ken¬ 
tucky fire marshal encourage 
Kentuckians to attend com¬ 
munity celebrations instead of 
celebrating with fireworks at 
home. 

“Setting off fireworks at 
home runs the risk of injury 
and may also run the risk of 
violating local ordinances 
and state law,” said state Fire 
Marshal Bill Swope. “I rec¬ 
ommend that families attend 
local firework displays instead 
of celebrating with fireworks 
at home. Let the professionals 
entertain your family.” 

“Citizens also should be 
aware of potential prohibitions 
against celebrating with fire¬ 
works as local governments 
can set their own fireworks 
bans,” Swope added. 

But if you insist on cel¬ 
ebrating at home, Swope said 
safety and supervision are 
keys to a successful celebra¬ 
tion. 

He offers the following 
tips to keep your family safe 
over the upcoming July 4th 
holiday and throughout the 
summer: 

Use fireworks outdoors 
only. 

Obey local laws. If fire¬ 
works are not legal where you 
live, do not use them. 

Always have a bucket of 
water or a working water hose 
nearby. 

Only use fireworks as in¬ 



tended. Don’t try to alter them 
or combine them. 

Never relight a “dud” 
firework. Wait 20 minutes and 
then soak it in a bucket of wa¬ 
ter. 

Use common sense. Spec¬ 
tators should keep a safe dis¬ 
tance from the shooter and the 
shooter should wear safety 
glasses. 

Alcohol and fireworks do 
not mix. Have a “designated 
adult shooter.” 

Do not use homemade 
fireworks or illegal explo¬ 
sives: They can kill you. 

Report illegal explosives 
to the fire or police department 
in your community. Fireworks 
for sale to the public are clear¬ 
ly marked as 1.4 fireworks. 

Adult supervision is re¬ 
quired at all times while using 
fireworks. 

According to state law, 
people under 18 cannot sell 
fireworks unless supervised 
by a parent or guardian; peo¬ 
ple under 18 cannot purchase 
fireworks; fireworks cannot be 
used within 200 feet of a struc¬ 
ture, vehicle or other person; 
and fireworks cannot be sold 
to anyone who is under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs or alcohol. 

In addition, local vendors 
and citizens are required to 
comply with any and all lo¬ 
cal ordinances that apply to 
the sale, purchase and use of 
fireworks.

Distracted driving 
affects all

We live in a world with 
information readily available 
at our fingertips 24/7. While 
this is a great convenience, it 
can be dangerous if you are 
behind the wheel. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion, at any given second in 
the United States, an estimat¬ 
ed 660,000 people are driv¬ 
ing while using a cell phone 
or manipulating an elec¬ 
tronic device. In 2012, over 
3,000 people died and around 
420,000 more were injured in 
automobile accidents involv¬ 
ing a distracted driver. 

Distracted driving in¬ 
cludes any action that takes 
your eyes off the road. While 
distracted driving includes 
everything from cell phone 
use to grooming, texting is 
considered the most danger¬ 
ous act by far. When a person 
is texting, it requires visual, 
manual and cognitive atten¬ 
tion. 

In Kentucky, it is against 
the law for drivers to text 
while behind the wheel. The 
state has also banned all cell 
phone use for novice drivers 
and bus drivers. 

Even if you’re not re¬ 
sponding or composing a 
text, reading one can be just 
as dangerous. It takes the av¬ 
erage person five seconds to 
read a text message. During 
that five seconds, if the person 
is driving 55 miles per hour, 
they could drive the length of 
a football field without paying 
attention to the road and traf¬ 
fic around them. 

The best way to prevent 
distracted driving is not to do 
it and encourage your family 
members and friends to limit 
their cell phone usage while 
they are driving. If you are 
tempted, turn your cell phone 
off when you get in the driv¬ 
er’s seat or put it in a com¬ 
partment in your vehicle that 
you can’t reach. 

If you are a parent of a be¬ 
ginning driver, remind them 
that if a cop finds them tex¬ 
ting or talking while behind 
the wheel, it could delay them 
getting their license or cause 
their license to be suspended.

George Washington Was 
Our First President, Wasn’t 
He? 

Well, maybe, depending 
on what laws we are using. 

George Grant wrote “The 
Patriots Handbook” in which 
a chapter is titled ‘The Forgot¬ 
ten Presidents.’ In this piece, 
Mr. Grant relates that the Ar¬ 
ticles of Confederation docu¬ 
ment contained the rules for 
the new country beginning in 
1781. A leader was elected 
by Congress: John Hanson, 
1715-1783. 

Mr. Hanson had read 
Seneca’s practical philosophy 
and other works which helped 
him decide to join the patrio¬ 
tism around him. He had dis¬ 
tinguished himself in various 
positions and activities, was a 
“brilliant administrator” and in 
1777, a member of Congress. 

During his term, just one 
year permitted by the Articles 
of Confederation, he persuad¬ 
ed the former fighting troops 
to calm themselves from their 
demand for their pay, which 
wasn’t available. 

Under his leadership, for¬ 
eign soldiers had to leave, and 
the Great Seal of the United 
States, still being used today 


was fixed upon. Also, there 
was organized the first Trea¬ 
sury Department, the first 
Secretary of War and the first 
Foreign Affairs Department. 
Besides these things, he or¬ 
dered that the fourth Thurs¬ 
day of November should be 
Thanksgiving, as it is today. 

He was also against the 
Constitution when that matter 
came to his attention. 

Since he had only a one- 
year term by the Articles of 
Confederation, and the Con¬ 
stitution had not been written, 
there were six more Presi¬ 
dents before the Constitution 
was adopted: Elias Boudi- 
not, 1783, Thomas Miffin, 

1784, Richard Henry Lee, 

1785, Nathan Gorman, 1786, 
Arthur St. Clair, 1787, and 
Cyrus Griffin, 1788. 

The Articles of Confed¬ 
eration were not as effective 
as first thought. That docu¬ 
ment required more agree¬ 
ment among the states than 
they were willing to give, so 
the Constitution was written 
and adopted in 1789. And that 
is when George Washington 
became our First President 
under the Constitution that we 
know today.

ORDINANCE 2014-2 

AMENDING CERTAIN SECTIONS OF 
ORDINANCE NO. 2006-07.

REGULATIONS AND RESTRICTIONS AND FIXING 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS; AUTHORIZING 
THE ISSUANCE AND REVOCATION OF LICENSES; 
AND REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT 
HEREWITH. THE FULL TEXT OF THIS ORDINANCE 
MAY BE VIEWED AT AUGUSTA CITY HALL DURING 
REGULAR BUSINESS HOURS. 

The “distilled spirits and wine license” is renamed 
the “wholesaler’s license,” the tax for which shall remain 
$200.00 per annum; the “distilled spirits and wine retail 
package license” is renamed the “quota retail package 
license”, the tax for which shall remain $200.00 per 
annum; the “distilled spirits and wine retail drink 
license” is renamed the “quota retail drink license” 
the tax for which shall remain $200.00 per annum; the 
“malt beverage distributor’s license” is renamed the 
“distributor’s license”, the tax for which shall remain 
$100.00 per annum; the “retail malt beverage license” 
(the tax for which was $100.00 per annum) is eliminated, 
and is replaced with the following two separate licenses: 
the “NQ retail malt beverage drink license,” the tax for 
which shall be $50.00 per annum; and the “NQ retail malt 
beverage package license,” the tax for which shall be 
$50.00 per annum. The following three special temporary 
licenses are eliminated, namely: the “special temporary 
retail malt beverage license,” the “Special temporary 
wine license,” and the “distilled spirit and wine special 
temporary liquor license.” The “special temporary license” 
is added, the tax for which shall be $50.00 per annum. The 
prohibition against retail sales of distilled spirits, wine or 
malt beverages during the times that the polls are open on 
any regular or primary election day is eliminated.

A SUMMARY OF CITY OF AUGUSTA 
ORDINANCE 2014-3 


RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE AUGUSTA REGIONAL SEWER AUTHORITY, 
INC. AND CHARGING SAME WITH OWNERSHIP, 
OPERATION AND MANAGEMENT OF 
DESIGNATED WASTEWATER FACILITIES AND 
THE DETERMINATION OF COST BASED RATES 
FOR WASTEWATER SERVICES. 

THE FULL TEXT OF THIS ORDINANCE MAY 
BE VIEWED AT AUGUSTA CITY HALL DURING 
REGULAR BUSINESS HOURS. 

The members of the Bracken County Fiscal Court, 
the members of the City Council of the 4th Class City 
of Augusta, and the members of the City Council of the 
5th Class City of Brooksville have determined that the 
interests of their respective constituents are best served by 
joint and cooperative action to provide cost effective, high 
quality wastewater collection and treatment services to 
improve community health conditions, protect the natural 
environment and enhance the economic competitiveness 
of the regions. The City Council of Augusta finds that 
the wastewater collection and treatment center it currently 
owns and operates is in need of costly upgrading. The 
City Council of Brooksville finds that rehabilitating the 
wastewater collection and treatment center it currently 
owns and operates is not cost effective. The Bracken 
County Fiscal Court and Judge Executive have worked 
cooperatively with these cities in the wastewater planning 
process to best assure maintaining the water quality of 
its natural resources and to develop reasonably priced 
wastewater services to benefit Bracken County citizens 
and encourage beneficial growth. 

Each party agree the above recitals to be a true and 
accurate statement of findings and that for and in the best 
interest and long-term benefit of its citizens each party 
intends to enter into a mutual agreement with all parties to 
create and establish a joint sewer agency for the purpose 
of purchasing, owning and operating regional wastewater 
facilities and appurtenances, and to such end shall establish 
a corporate entity statutorily constituting a “governmental 
agency”, a “special purpose governmental entity”, and a 
public body corporate, thereby subject to all statutes and 
regulations governing such entities. 

Upon passage each party authorizes the creation of 
a non-profit corporation to be known as the “Augusta 
Regional Sewer Authority, Inc.” (“Authority”) to serve 
as an agent and instrumentality of the parties to own, 
operate and maintain wastewater treatment facilities 
for the wastewater needs of Augusta, Brooksville, and 
the adjacent unincorporated and unserved portions of 
Bracken County, and such Authority shall be empowered 
and authorized as generally and specifically set forth in 
the Ordinance. 

Provisions relating to service rates, and to the funding 
and budget of the Authority and certain specific laws 
applicable to the Authority are contained in the Ordinance, 
along with provisions as to termination of the parties 
agreement and disposition of property; provisions relating 
to grants, loans, bonds, and other financing obligations, 
and provisions regarding liability of parties, members of 
legislative bodies, directors, officers or employees of the 
Authority. 

The Authority shall be comprised of five individuals 
(directors), one director to be appointed by the County 
Judge Executive, two by the Mayor of Augusta, and two 
by the Mayor of Brooksville, initial terms to be varied 
by lot, and all subsequent terms to be for four years. 
Compensation of directors for time and expenses shall 
be dependent upon availability of resources, and shall be 
subject to approval of the parties. 

Augusta, Brooksville and Bracken County further 
agree to assist and support the Authority to develop 
a funding package and procure engineering services. 
Augusta and Brooksville agree to coordinate with the 
Authority customer notices to all customers regarding 
the transition of wastewater service to the Authority; to 
sell and transfer to the Authority its current wastewater 
system assets and liabilities; to cease and decommission 
its current wastewater operations upon provision of 
same by the Authority; and to work with the Authority 
in establishing and enforcing rules concerning wastewater 
service. Bracken County agrees to assist where possible in 
obtaining county road easements, and with any reasonable 
request during the service transition period. 

The parties agree that the Authority’s articles of 
incorporation shall be submitted for filing with the 
Kentucky Secretary of State within thirty days after the 
passage and execution of the Ordinance, and construction 
of an initial portion of the facilities is anticipated to be not 
later than July 1, 2017.

Advocates are frequently the 
only constant presence in 
that child’s life and the sole 
objective is to represent the 
best interests of the child in 
the court room. 

CASA Advocates serve 
as an extra “pair of eyes and 
ears” in child welfare cases 
and are officers of the court.
